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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-30, drawn to facilitating transaction between a first business client and a 
third party wherein parameters defining the bounds in which the transaction takes 
place are determined by the first business client are classified in class 705, 
subclass 35. 

II. Claims 31-37, drawn to facilitating transactions between a first and second 
business client while adjusting inventories and adjusting accounts are classified in 
class 705, subclass 35. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 

combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not 
obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In the 
instant case, subcombinations I and II have separate utility. Invention I is drawn to obtaining 
first and second level services and facilitating a transaction between the business client and a 
third party business wherein the bounds are determined by the first business client. Invention II 
has a first business client and a second business client who performs a transaction and after the 
processing system adjusts inventories and accounts. Inventions I and II are distinct because a 
first and second level of services for a first business client with parameters being determined by 
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the first business client is mutually exclusive from determining if a first business client and 
second business client are capable of meeting each others needs and adjusting inventories and 
accounts and therefore Inventions I and II do not overlap in scope and are not obvious variants of 
one another. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 4 

4. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To reserve 
a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
